On Friday, May 29, Vulcan rate¬ 
payers voted overwhelmingly in fa¬ 
vor of the by-law to authorize the 
Town of Vulcan to grant a ten- 
year franchise to the Canadian 
Western Natural Gas Company for 
the supplying af natural gas to res¬ 
idents of Vulcan. The official vote 
was 187 for, ope against, and three 
spoiled ballots. Approximately one- 
half the eligible ratepayers voted, 
according to Returning Officer J. 
Lundy Findlay. 

The initial rate to be charged 
householders will be $2.50 for the 
first two thousand cubic leet of 
gas per month and 75 cents for 
each -additional tmc.f used in that 
month. The minimum charge will 
be $2.50 per month.

At all clinics Polio vaccination will be given to all persons up 
to age 40, wishing It. 

These well-baby clinics are held for the purpose of weighing 
and measuring infants and toddlers, and discussing any pro¬ 
blems with parents regarding feeding, training and general care. 
Your child should be immunized at the following times: Start¬ 
ing at three months old, three doses, at monthly intervals, with 
a combined vaccine containing diphtheria, tetanus, whooping 
cough and poliomyelitis. (D.P.T. Polio Vaccine) Booster doses 
of the above vaccine should be given at the following ages, 12 
to 18 months, 3 years, and about 5 years. 

Smallpox vaccination should be started any time after three 
months of age and before the child Is one year old with revac¬ 
cination taking place every fifth year thereafter. 

When a child attends school the Health Unit assumes respon¬ 
sibility for maintaining Immunization provided the parents sign 
the appropriate consent form which will be submitted to them.
